not fall to rtspond to this touching ap 
peal and to others of a similar nature. 
The American 
embassy at Berlin 


promptly took up the burning question 
of the deportations with the chancellor 
nnd other representatives of the Ger 
man government 
lu an interview 


with the under secretary of state for 
foreign affairs Mr Grew was handed 
an official statement of the German 
plans, which is. In translation, as fol- 
lows

pool their labor and equipment, and 
work iu groups which permit of large 
acreage being rapidly handled. The 
groups are organized among farmers 
living OK adjacent farms, and lots are 
drawn to decide the sequence in which, 
plowing, etc., is to be done. Tbe same 
order is preserved in harvesting,

NEW YORK, 'Feb. 27.—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market and Daijy Iron & 
Steel Report will review the steel and 
iron trade tomorrow as follows: 


SMM mills have had greatly increas- 


ed shipments.of finished steel, in the 
past week, others Jive experienced 
little improvement^ shipping condi- 
tions, while a tew have encountered 
sued a scarcity of cars that their ship- 
ments have slightly .'diminished. The 
general average may be estimated at 
shipments of 65 per cent of capacity 
in the past week against 55 per cent of 
capacity during the first five weeks of 
this year, when the worst 
weather 


prevailed. 


A misconception as to supplies of 


finished steel has arisen from refer- 
ence to rates of ingot prodnction. By 
reason of a great deal of coke, stalled 
enroote for a long time, having mov- 
ed, forward to blast furnaces, the pro- 
duction of pig iron has been 
zn.uch 


heavier in the past fortnight, and steel 
mills have as a. rule preferred 
to 


carry the material through to the in- 
got form, the ingots .being 
stocked. 


Thus production of ingots has 
in- 


creased much more than production 
and shipments of finished steel. 


Shipping conditions at steel mills do 


not reflect in large measure the im- 
provement that has come to railroad 
operation with good weather, for two 
reasons. First, the railroads have ad- 
dressed themselves to "clearing 
the 


conger-tion of loaded .freight, 
rather 


than to the furnishing of more empty 
cars to shippers in general. Second, 
there has been brought about a par- 
ticularly heavy movernent of 
food- 


stuffs to seaboard, 
engaging more 


railroad capacity than will continu- 
ously be required. 


In the circumstances, a sharp in- 


crease in the production and shipment 
of finished steel products In the next 
two or three weeks is in prospect, 
barring blizzards and floods, an.d the 
farther sighted are beginning to rea- 
lize that perhaps-in a short time there 
will be a plentiful supply of steel in 
many forms. 
The scarcity of steel 


has been so prolonged that many find 
it difficult if not impossible to realize 
that such a thing may occur, yet it is 
a distinct probability for the month of 
ApriL 
The country's finished steel 


capacity is nearly if not quite 3,000,900 
gross tons a month, or 15 to 1? per 
cent in excess of the actnal produc- 
tion in 1916.
